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platen plate supporting an object to which liquid drops 

mg head. The platen plate enables appropriate inic discharge while achiev- 
mg flatness of the object and is capable of preventing defacement of the 
rear face of the object. The platen has ribs mised from a bottom fec^ 
portion, extended m the transportation direction of recording paper, and 
airanged with predetermined intervals in the width direction of L record- 
ing paper The platen is constructed so as to support, outside that area of 
fte recording paper where ink drops discharged from each nozzle adhere 
the recording paper rear face by top surfaces of the ribs, defining the dis- 
tance between the recording paper and an ink-dischaiging surface In the 
a^where the ink drops dischaiged from each nozzte adtre. the ribs S 
formed such that their top surfaces are at a height where they do not come 
mto contact with the rear face of the recorfing paper or. alt^mativd'S: 
nbs themselves are not formed. ' 
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
